Washington. D. C., May 20.— [By the 
Associated Press. I- America's bill of 
war claims against Germany amounts 
ta $1,479,064,313 as it has been present- 
ed to the mixed claims commission for 
settlement. 

The United States government itself 
asking for 
$366,113,000, while the smallest of the 
12,416 claims filed with the commission 
is for $1. 

Heading the list of claims by individ- 
uals are those growing out of the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania by a German sub- 
marine. They total $22,806,000, and 
may be disposed of first by the commis- 
sion, Germany having admitted liabil- 
ity but ne in definite amount. 

Amount Fixed by Commission. 

The stupendous total involved in the 
proceeding is revealed for the first 
time in à report made to the state de- 
partment by Robert C. Morris, agent 
for the United States before the com- 
mission. Work on determining the 
amounts Germany must pay has been 
begun by the commission, which con- 
sists of Edwin B. Parker of Texas, 
American commission, and Dr. Wil- 
helm Kiesselbach, German commis- 
sion, with former Justice Day of the 
Supreme court as umpire. 

The American claims are to be dis- 
posed of without regard to the allied 
reparations claims, the report of Mr. 
Morris disclosing that the commission 
has entered a formal order that the

Present and Future. 

It is expected that aldermen and pri- 
vate interests will make strenuous et- 
forts to obtain here and there modifi- 
cations which will give an advantage 
to sundry claimants, but Mr. Kelker 
said yesterday that the plan prepared 
is a diligent and conscientious engi- 
neering effort to provide a maximum 
of transportation to every section of 
the city on present and future require 
ments.

Ernestine Cook had come from her 
home in Louisville, Ky., last January 
to visit her brother, Melvin.

While the matter is up, it might be worth while 
for the University of Chicago to correet the 
Parisian idea that it is popularly known as Noerth- 
western. re 

The American college, with few exceptions, is 
the glorification of youth. It represents the last 
four years of. irresponsibility, of avoidance of 
reality, of music, and flowers; of gilded youth, 
fantastic, megaphonic, and acrobatic, full of false 
importance, and indifferent to the future. 
There are serious minded young men who work 


ji hard to have what the college can give them and 


work hard to absorb it, but the beau ideal is the 
contortionist with a megaphone in front of the 
Cheering stands. The young men are full of 
strange noises and unfeal ideas of conduct. ˖ 
age.

A CZARIST PLOT. 

Mr. John Steele reports on the credit of a Rus- 
-sian of high standing, not connected with Russian 
politics, that plans to restore the czardom by means 
of an army of former German officers are known 
to him and have been reported to the entente gov- 
ernments.

and ammunition it would represent a military 
| power far out of proportion to its numbers. It is 
interesting to note that such an army, if it exists| 
as described, would be precisely the sort of force 
which German ahd other military theorists were 
predicting. The war of great armies, they said, is 
past. The armies of the future will be small, 
highly trained bodies, with each soldier an expert 
‘capable of handling any arm or of doing any of 
the highly technical of the modern soldier. 

Such a force, says a veteran of the late war, if 
well equipped and supplied, would cut through the

A SUGGESTION TO REDUCE LOOP 
CONGESTION. 


Chicago, May 16.—Gealizing the advan- 
tages of constructive suggestions even to 
an able administration, the writer, 2 
citizen ‘interested in the development of 
this great city, is taking the liberty. of 
offering for consideration what appears 
to be a feasible projéct whieh will not 
only relieve congestion in the loop but 
furnish a much needed arterial highway 
to the south side, and thereby reduce 
traffic on Michigan avenue as well. 


The new Lake Shore drive improve- 
ment will naturally relieve downtown 
Michigan avenue, but will not affect 
traffic passing through the loop. 

In the vicinity of the. site of the new 
Union depot, Canal street is practically 
as wide as Michigan avenue north of 
12th street, and suggests great possibili- 
ties because it is a ratural highway on 
the west border of the loop, the same as 
Michigan avenue is a natural highway on 
the east. 

The east side of Canal street, as far 
south as Archer avenue, is practically 
vacant with one exception, the plant of 
the Crane tompany. South of Archer 
avenue the west side of Canal street is 
reasonably well built up, but mostly 
mall structures of trivial value. 

If a project to widen Canal street to 
33d street is approved and condemnation 
proceedings started while a considerable 
portion of the property is in its present 
unimproved state, the cost would be ex- 
ceedingly small compared with the tre- 
méndous benefits to be derived. 

It is quite apparent that south side 
traffic to and from the loop and west 
side, with its large passenger terminals 
and prospective postoffice, would use 
Canal street instead of passing through 
the loop. 


A REASONABLE QUESTION. ~
